3. In regard to claims 1 ,13 and 17, the staple gun manually actuated to drive a 
staple and operate a shuttle mechanism as the staple gun is contacted against a work 
piece is distinguished over the prior art of McGuinness which discloses the use a staple 
gun which does not actuate a driver and operate a shuttle mechanism as the tool 
impacts the surface. 

4. In regard to claim 22, the manually actuated staple gun comprised of shuttling 
means coupled to the stapler, which feeds a cap to the driving position in conjunction 
with the stapler as it is manually actuated to drive a staple into a work piece is 
distinguished over the prior art of McGuinness which discloses the use of a pneumatic 
tool and feeds the cap, independent of the actuation of the stapler.
